Had he used the forces placed at his com- 
mand with tact and discretion no officer ot the bank could have success- 
fully carried on systematic robbery for a number of years. Until the pun- 
ishment for crimes of this kind reach men higher up there will not be real 
security for the depositors in savings brinks.

7.OOP-GOLF-HITS is a miniature golf game or device for receiving instruction In and practicing golf, with tho 


object of driving1 tho ball In a straight or direct lino. The device consists of an inverted TT shaped hoop. 


Tho hoops aro bent or formed into flve loops and a crossbar is fitted to the two sides, on whinh Is suspended a ring 
to which Is attached a slip hook. To this hook, is connected a cord attached to a spiral spring, and in this case the 
cord passos'ihrouffh the latter, the cord being slack to allow of stretching, and sniveling connections are also provid- 
ed to permit of the spinning action of the ball. At the other end of the cord is fixed a golf ball, the cord being of 
a length sufficient to drive over the surface.and engage with"*the loops.

would arise between

Precisely such a conflict has devel- 


oped 
over an 
Insignificant 
case 
that 
recently 
was brought before 


Ibe interstate commerce • 'commission. 
It was that of.E. E. Saunders & Co. of 
Pensacola, Pla., a.gainst the Southern 
Express company. 
The complainants 
arc fish dealers and shippers -at. Pen- 
sacola. In the ordinary course of their 
business they operale largtly 
in 
the 


state of Alabama, 
shipping fish in 


quantities from Pensacola to points of 
destination In that state by express. 


Recently the railroad commission of 


Alabama fixed.an express rate on fish 
from Mobile, Ala., to other intra-stale 
poinls that was far below the express 
rale from 
Pensacola 
lo 
the 
same 


points of destination. 
This rate the 


express company has forced to put in 
effect, although It protested against it. 
Mobile fish shippers, by reason of this 
rate, were given an 
advantage, over 


Ihe 
fish shippers 
of Pensacola 
to 


points within Alabama. Although, in 
many 
instances, the distance from 


Pensacola to points of destination was 
less than from Mobile. 


The Southern Express company re- 


fused to make the same rates from 
Pensacola to poinls in Alabama as il 
waa required lo make from Mobile, ils 
refusal resulllng In a complaint fll«J 
against it with the 
Interstate 
com- 


merce commission. 


The commission's opinion In the case 


was handed down today. II was pre- 
pared by Commissioner Harlan and is 
the unanimous judgment of the com- 
mission. It indicates clearly'the lines 
of conflict between the national com, 
mission and the various stale commit 
sions, in the regulation of freight ami 
express rates; .and, in that sense, is 
one of the most 
important 
decisions 


rendered by Ihe commission for many 
months. 
While the case directly in- 


volved may be considered as inconse- 
quential, comparatively, the principle 
enunciated by the 
commission is of 


country wide application, as it opens, 
at once, the quesllon whether the na- 
tional, or the. state, regulating author- 
ity is to be paramount in the fixing of 
freight rates. 


The commission states its 
position 


in these terms: 


"Upon general principles of comity 
the action of a state commission in 
fixing rates on state traffic must bo 
trcalerl with all due respect, but this 
commission:has never felt itself bound 
to accept a stale-made rate as a neces- 
sary measure of nn 
Interstate rate. 


Without criticizing state 
commission 
rates from Mobile, this commission, in

In fact, such draSr 
tic laws were enacted against boxing 
In Texas after a fatality that the Lone 
Star Stata was a fine place for a fight- 
er to pass around. Local authorities 
didn't dare wink at 
boxing bouts. 


Chances are that none of tho three 
fatal frays will check the mitt art in 
their respective localities. It's an ago 
of sports. Thousands favor them, and 
constituted peace officers are not so 
quick to give ticket of leave to fight- 
ers as under the old state of affairs.

And this high praise cannot bo re- 


garded as extravagant when we con-

A. S. Wood worth, pastor's assistant, 
and there was singing by a choir from 
the Chinese members of the Sunday 
school.

Chin Tipe, Chin Sam and Wong Dick.

That event, he said, must be regard- 


ed by Irishmen In tv:o aspects, personal 
and conBtlttiilonal. - He thought every- 
body in Ireland was .sorry King Ed- 
ward wae.dead from a personal aspect, 
adding: 
"He never showed any hos- 


tility to Ireland, an unusual thing In a 
British sovereign, and the general feel- 
ing in Ireland was that he was a. 
1 frank, 


manly and friendly sovereign." 


From a" constitutional aspect, how- 


ever, tho Irish could not bo guilty .of 
hypocrisy by pretending to regret his 
death as affecting them in th-e same 
way as it did the English. 
.On this 


point he said: 
"The king of England 


ie a constitutional sovereign. As king 
of Ireland, he is not. Had-we a free 
constitution tho Irish would bo UB most 
loyal supporters. 
Until then we must 


confine ourselves to -expressions of per- 
sonal sorrow for the death of a kingly, 
friendly man."

New GoSf Game 
In England 


T OOP-GOLF-HITS is a miniature golf game or' device for receiving instruction in and practicing golf, with the 


object of driving tho ball in a straight or direct line. The device consists of an inverted U shaped hoop. 


The hoops aro bent or formed into five loops and a crossbar is fitted to the two sides, on which is suspended a ring 
to which is attached a Blip hook. To this hook is connected a curd attached to a spiral spring, and in this case the 
cord passes through the latter, the cord being slack to allow of stretching, and swivel Ing connections are also provld- ' 
ed to permit of tho spinning action of the ball. At the other end of the cord is fixed a golf ball, the cord being of 
a length sufficient to drive over the surface and engage with the loops. 
The two outer loops of the device each 


count one, tho second loops count two and the center loop counts throe, and for this purpose the loops arc marked 
with the numbers. Two mats may be employed, one for each side, for the players to stand upon to teo the ball 
and to play from, thus preventing the cutting up of the lawn, or of carpets or linoleum if for indoor practice or 
paine.

For years de- 
spite the fact that hundreds of bouts 
were held weekly no serious conse- 
quences occurred. Then carne a spell 
of deaths in tho ring. 


Fighting Is perilous action, and one 


must expect a serious outcome now 
and then. One thing most Impressive 
In the trio of tragic events charged up 
to fistlana recently is the absence of 
a hue and cry from the populace for a 
stoppage of the sport. In the old days, 
when a poor 'felbpw went to the floor 
and never recovered consciousness, the 
authorities at once banned the game 
Even powerful fighting clubs credited 
with being influential In politics and 
civic manipulations were forced to 
close their doors. In many cities this 
ban held for years. In fact, such dras- 
tic laws were enacted against boxing 
In Texas after a fatality that the Lone 
Star State was a fine place for a fight- 
er to pass around. Local authorities 
didn't dare wink at boxing bouts. 
Chances are that none of tho three 
fatal frays will check the mitt art In 
their respective localities. It's an ago 
of sports. Thousands favor them, and 
constituted peace officers are,not so 
quick to give ticket of leave to fight- 
ers as under tho old state of affairs

tility to Ireland, an unusual thing in a 
British sovereign, and the general feel- 
ing in Ireland was that he was a frank, 
manly and friendly sovereign." 


• From a. constitutional aspect, how- 
ever, the Irish could not be /guilty of ; 
hypocrisy by pretending to regret his . 
death as affecting them in th-n same 
way as It did the English. 
On thif> , 


point he said: . "The king of England : 
is a constitutional sovereign. As king 
of Ireland, he is not. 
Had we a free 
constitution the Irish would he Its most, 
loyal supporters. 
Until then we must : 


confine ourselves to expressions of per- ; 
Bc-nal sorrow for the death of a kingly, 
friendly man." 


William O'Brien, who is opposed to 


Mr. Redmond, also addressed a meeting 
In Cork, and the presence of the rival 
leaders led to a lively shindy between 
the respective factions.

MEDICAL BOARD 


SAYS COLORED UNDERCLOTHING 


ADDS TO BURDEN OF HEAT 


WASHINGTON. Way 23. — Fantastic 


theories regarding the use of colored 
underclothing to repel the heat in the 
tropics have been dispelled by a re- 
port made by the army board for the 
study of tropical diseases in the Phil- 
ippines. 
About 18 months ago 
five 


thousand suits of orange red 'under- 
clothes and a corresponding mimber of 
orange red hat bands were sent to the 
Philippines. These were distributed 
so that one-half of the men should be 
clad in the new garments and the oth- 
er in the ordinary white underclothes. 


The army surgeons kept close watch 


upon the men. but they failed to find 
that the colored underclothes brought 
any relief from the tropical 
heat, al- 


though British army officers 
in India 


reported that such clothing was much 
more comfortable in hot weather than 
white. 


The medical board found that the 


colored underclothing, which by 
the 


way was unpopular, added materially 
to the burden of hunt upon the system,

Mew Golf Game Called Loop Hits Mow Very Popular In England 


T OOP-GOI-iK-HITS is a miniature golf game or device for receiving instru'.'tion in unG practicing golf, with tho 


object u£ driving tho ball in a straight or direct line. The do vino consists of an inverted U shaped hoop. 


The honnH are hrnt or formed into live loops and a crossbar is fitted to the two sides, on which is suspended a ring 
to which is attached a slip hook. To this hook is connected a cord attached to a spiral spring, and in this case the 
cord passes through the latter, the cord being slack to allow of stretching, and swiveling connections are also provid- 
ed to permit of the spinning action of the ball. At the other end of the cord is fixed a golf ball, the cord being of 
a length sufficient TO drive over the surface nnd engage with the loops. 
The two outer loops of the device each 


count one, the .second loops count two and the center loop counts three, and for this purpose the loops are marked 
with the numbers. Two mats may be employed, one for each side, for the players to stand upon to tee the ball 
and to play from, thus preventing tho cutting up of the lawn, or of carpets or linoleum if for indoor practice or 
game.

identity. Later he broke down and 
admitted it. 


Theodore Johanson was wounded in 


Leggett's lane, Oak Point, Bronx, in 
the early morning hours of 
July 7, 


1001. It Is charged that Whlteway, 
John Fisher and Massey Schofield held 
Johanson up. Fisher, convicted of fir- 
ing the fatal shot. Is serving a life sen- 
tence. Schoflelrt confessed and named 
Whiteway as tho third man in the case. 
Scholield got six years for his part in 


I the crime. In his confession he. told 
how he, Whitcway and Fisher, being 
"broke." held up Johanson and a man 
called Haffner. and how Fisher, when 
Johansoli made off, fired twice, bring- 
ing his man down.

FIRST 
TO 
BE 
CONDUCTED BY 


CHRISTIAN CEREMONY 


Tho first Christian funeral 
services 


ever held in Lowell over the body of a 
Chinese were held yesterday afternoon 
at tho First Baptist church at the fu- 
neral of Chin "Wa.h, who died Friday 
in Billerica. 
The deceased had professed Chris- 


tianity before he came to New Eng- 
land from New York but a few weeks 
ago. 
The young man came here for 


his health. He had contracted con- 
sumption and knew that he had but a 
short time 
to 
live, 
his 
principal 


wish being that he should receive a 
Christian burial. 


The services were conducted by Mr. 
rA. S. \Vootlworth, pastor's assistant, 
and there was singing by a choir from 
the Chinese members of the 
Sunday

has broken his silence regarding the 
death of King-Edward. 
Addressing 


monster meeting in Cork city, he 


deplored 
the 
check 
that 
would be 


placed on political movements by the 
king's death. 


That event, he said, must be regard- 


ed by Irishmen in t\vo aspects, personal 
and constittuional. 
He thought every- 


body in Ireland was sorry King Ed- 
ward was dead from a personal aspect, 
adding: 
"He never showed any hos- 


tility to Ireland; an unusual thing in a 
British sovereign, and the general feel- 
ins in Ireland WRS that he was a frank, 
manly and .friendly sovereign." 


From a constitutional aspect, how- 


ever, the Irish could not be guilty of 
hypocrisy by pretending, to regret his 
death as affecting them in th-e same 
way as it did the English. 
On this 


point he said: 
"The king of England 


IB a constitutional sovereign. As king 
of Ireland, he is not. 
Had we a free 
constitution-the Irish would be Its most 
loyal supporters. 
Until then we must 


confine ourselves to -expressions of per- 
sonal sorrow for the death of a kingly, 
friendly man."
